Muckraker says students looking for missing leadership

‘I think that students, no less than their elders, are 
political doldrums,” said Jessica Mitford in an inter- 
view fotiowing her Thursday evening address to a 
coliege audience in Davis 

“They don't know where to turn: i mean there's no 
leadership in sight aiong the horizon. This is most 
distressing for anybody who's interested in politics.” 
she explained 

Known best for her expose of the funeral industry 
in the American Way of Death and bending some 
beiiefs about prisons in Kind and Usual Punishment, 
Mitford spoke to a crowd of more than 200 about her 
newest work, Poisoned Penmanship. 


Gnce awarded the tie “Queen of the Muc- 
krakers,” by Time magazine, Mitford feeis students 
today are far removed from “that silent 50s feeling.” 

‘The silent ‘SGs’ was no empty slogan They 
really were absolutely silent — security minded. All 


they wanted was a wife, kiddies and the suburbs.’ 
Said the mother of a Gaughter. Contancia, and son 
Benjamin 

She elaborated upon one specific incident at San 
Jose State University which greatly influenced her 
opinion of students which is also covered exten- 
Sively in a Chapter of her book published last May 

The selection entitled “My Short and Happy Life 
as a Distinguished Professor” descrioes her ordeal 
with the university rising from her refusal to be 
fingerprinted and to sign the loyalty oath, two re- 
quirements of all new UC and CSUC professors in 
1973 

“It was amazing how those students responded to 
this extraordinary, rather peripheral, issue. | got kind 
of trapped into it. | never actually planned to make an 
tissue Of it,” Mitford said, introducing her story 

She was teaching, as a. distinguished professor 
with a capital D, a class she once described as about 
Caskets, courts, con - men, and convicts,” and 
another on the techniques of muckraking 

In her maiibox along with “all sorts of those wise 
sayings of deans about parking regulations she 


received a note requesting her appearance before 
the personne! department to have her prints taken 
and the oath signed 

A stream of talent went in the other direction, 
away from the university. They hated the whole idea 
of the oath. They simply quit,” Mitford pointed out 

The oath was under fire for two reasons, ac- 
cording to Mittord 

First. one had to agree to “uphold the 
Crns.iutions of California and the United States 

inst ali enemies, foreign and domestic,” she said 

To the dean she responded, “Well, I've done my 
best to uphold the constitution of the United States 
against domestic enemies like yourself. I'm not 
aware of any foreign ones.”

Mats Engstrom is talking about his Sacramento 
gourmet fish processing plant, California Sunshine 
inc. which prepares seafood delicacies to be sold to 
restaurants, companies and private parties around 
the worid 

What else would you expect this proud, obviously 
successful businessman to say? But Engstrom’'s 
opinion has been enthuastically seconded by food 


critics from the New York Times, New West 
magazine and the world renowned chef and 
epicurean James Heard

A Califor 
nia Fish and Game department ruling prohibits them 
from using the roe trom Sacramento's white 
Sturgeon for commercial purposes The Engstroms 
are quietly lobbying for repeal of the law by sending 
well received samples of their California 
processed caviar to various food critics and 
government officials After sampling the caviar 
James Beard proclaimed it “better than the Rus-

Shortly afterwards, a half - million dollar grant 
was given to the University of California at Davis for 
breeding and nutrition testing of the California 
White sturgeon’'s roe Engstrom is anxiously waiting 
for the results from the U C D study. which he hopes 
will help persuade fish and game officials to repeal 
their ‘nands 
Until then, the Engstroms wil! continue to buy out 


off for commercial purposes ruling

Why is the Engstrom’s caviar hailed as better than 
the Russians ?

Premium Calls” are the high quality liquors that are 
usually taken ‘straight’ to benefit from the full flavor 
of the liquor Pinch. Wid Turkey, B and 8. Boodies 
etc (Premiums are expensive ) 

The difference in the quality of the liquors is 
basically Now they are made, Mark toid me one 
night after - hours. “The difference between a harsh 
tasting scotch as is in the well — and a good sip 
ping whiskey ts the way it is made, the quality of the 
materials, and the skill of the manufacture. Most 
bars put Cheap booze in the well not only because it 
is Cheap, but because it has a strong taste If you put 
Crown Royal in a mixed drink, the customer would 
complain that the drink is weak because it is so 
smooth. Put in the same amount of B and L and it 
tasies strong 

A bartender has a great deal of contro! over how 
the drinks are made. This is why tipping is so im 
portant. Usually, cocktail waitresses will tip out to 
the bartender so that he wiil honor their customer's 
special requests 

if you like a drink made a certain way. ask for it 
with a tip. The chances are you and the drink wiil be 
remembered and you will always get the drink the 
way you want. If you are in 4 crowded bar, who do 
you think will be served first someone who is 
known to tip or a stiff? 

Finally, always tip in paper. Five quarters may be 
more money, but a dollar bill LOOKS better to the 
bartender or cocktail waitress. Six or seven dollars 
spread over the course of the evening will get you 
more service than you paid for 

‘You can tell a good bartender immediately by 
the way the bottles are handied,” said Arnie, my 
present employer To pour fast and consistently, the 
bartender will hold the bottle straight up. The pour 
spouts are gauged — fast arid slow, according to 
what is being poured — to give an even flow When 
the bartender wants to cut the flow clean he “tails” 
the bottle. Tailing means turning the bottle horizon- 
tal and twisting the wrist. The motion cuts clean and 
looks professional 


Most bars allow the bartender to give away atew 
free drinks. However. the policy varies with the bar 
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We run a very high PC here,” Arnie explained 
You do not send outa drink that does not look good 
to you If you have to add more to pump it up. do it. If 
yOu want to give adrink to a regular customer, fine — 
go ahead and give it to him’ 

Mark's view ts a bit different. "When you come in 
decide at the beginning of the shift how many drinks 
you are going to give away If you decide on five and 
your best friend comes in after you have reached 
your limit, that's too bad. The bar will never be able 
to recover the revenue lost from a free drink. No 
matter how much that customer buys, it will never be 
enough to make up for the loss 


The PC is something every bartender is acutely 
aware Of because he is there to make money for the 
bar Ifthe PC is high, the bartender becomes expen- 
sive and therefore expendable. There are times 


when you will hear a bartender exclaim. “Well, there 


goes the PC.” because he made an error in the pour 
ind it will show up on the inventory. Usually, the 
bartender will attempt to mitigate the error by setting 
the drink aside in the hope that someone e!se wil! 
order that drink in the next few minutes 

For some, tending bar is a job. For others it isa 
profession And for many, itis a lifestyle. “My social 
life sure fell off when | went from bartender to 
manager,” Mark commented
